What is, the significance of the 
vinegar Jesus first refused, and 
then drank, as He was crucified?

Matthew tells us, that as Jesus was taken to the cross, “They gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with gall: and when he had tasted thereof, he would 
not drink" (Matt. 27:34). Mark deseribes the drink offered to Christ as "wine 
mingled with myrrh” (Mark 15:23). What Matthew and Mark were describ 
ing was a cheap Roman vinegar wine, which had a drug mixed in to dull the 
senses. It was the custom for a man undergoing crucifixion to be offered this 
drugged wine so that he might more easily endure his cross. Jesus refused 
the wine, apparently so that He would be able to undergo His suffering with 


a clear mind. 


As Jesus neared death, he said “I thirst” (John 19:28), Great thirst was one 
of the natural physical effects of dying on the cross, David predicted this in 
Psalm 69:21, where he said, “They gave me also gall for my meat; and in 
my thirst they gave me vinegar to drink.” John recognized that Jesus said, "I 
thirst,” “that the scripture may be fulfilled.” And in fulfilling this prophecy, 
Jesus demonstrated his humanity. One of the heresies of the end of the first 
century, was that Jesus was not really a man. But in his description of Je 
sus, John demonstrated that Jesus was truly man, and truly deity. 

"Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar: and they filled a spunge with 
Vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus there 
fore had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost" (John 19:29-30, Jesus was at the point of death, and 
wished to say His final words. His parched lips and throat needed moisture, 


so he accepted the vinegar. 


It is significant as to how the vinegar was offered to him. The vinegar 
was placed on a sponge on hyssop, and then put at His mouth. Any Jew 
who heard the word hyssop would immediately think of the night of the 
Passover when a perfect lamb was slain, and his blood was put on the door 
post, so that the death angel would pass over the houses of the Israclites. 
Moses had commanded the,Israclites," Ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, and 
dip it in the blood that is in the bason, and strike the lintel and the two side 


posts with the blood that is in the bason” (Ex 


12:22). It was the blood of 


the Passover lamb that saved the Israclites from death. Here on the cross, the 
perfect lamb of God was giving his life's blood so that men could be saved 


His last words from the cross were,"It is finished 


Jesus came to Serve, 


and to carry out the will of the Father. In His life, ministry, and death, he 
perfectly fulfilled the will of His heavenly Fathey, and made the perfect sacri 


fice for mankind.

Cross-Connection Policy Adopted 
At Elba Water & Electric Meeting 


A water cross-connection policy 
has been adopted by the Elba Water 
and Electric Board and a 6-month 
timetable set for installing the safe- 
ty valves on all high-risk and mu- 
nicipal water users. 

The purpose of the action, as 
recommended by state authorities, 
is to prevent dangerous chemicals 
from feeding back into the commu- 
nity water supply. 

Uulity board members described 
high-risk users as those industrial 
customers and others who use poi- 
sonous chemicals in their opera- 
tions. Also residents with options 
of using city water or their own 
well water are included in the high- 
risk group. It was explained that 
these users of both water systems 
create a high risk of backflow of 
untreated water into the system 

Also adopted was a requirement 
to incorporate into the city building 
code installation of an approved 
cross-connect for new construction. 
This means that all newly installed 
water meters will include the ap- 
proved check valve. The valve will 
be installed by the utility and the 
tapping fee will be increased to coy-

Mr. Nelma Smith addressed the 
council and noted he had been there 
before the new adminstration took 
office and wanted to know what was 
happening on extension of water 
and sewage to the city limits on 
Smith Avenue. 

Smith noted no one has yet told 
him the water pressure problem has 
been corrected and he is waiting to 
connect two homes. 

He also reminded the council 
that he had been promised sewage 
lines would be laid "in about six 
months". Smith wanted to know 
when this would take place. 

Mayor Moore explained that a 
survey of sewer necds is presently 
underway and they would have him 
an answer by the next council meet- 
ing. 

Moore also told Mr. Smith the 
water pressure problem was correct- 
ed and he could expect about 60 
pounds of pressure. He added that 
the water is safe to drink and if he 
wanted to connect, all that needs to 
be done is to contact the city clerk 
and pay the required tapping fee. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told council members that in the 
past two weeks his department has 
answered 140 complaints of which 
nine were automobile accidents. 
Thirty-two traffic citations were is- 
sued and six DUI arrests made. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 23 dogs during the same period. 

Hanchey noted the number of 
complaints were above average by 
about 30 but there was nothing ma- 
jor involved. 

Bills totaling $9,978.75 were 
approved for payment. The major 
items included purchase of fuel, 
sewer solvent, fertilizer, pool paint 
and police uniforms. Moore also 
explained that the costly job of re- 
placing two storm drain pipes, one 
on Airport Road and the other on 
Boswell Street, were in this total 
also. 

Moore reported to the council 
that some landscaping work was 
underway at the Mulberry Park. 
This work includes new clay on the 
infield, fertilizer for the outfield, re- 
pairs to the bleachers and the bas- 
ketball courts. This is in addition to 
the renovation of the Mulberry 
pool. 

The city council has been invited 
lo participate with the Enterprise 
Kiwanis Club in a horseshoe pitch- 
ing contest and will field a team. 


Commission Continues With Plans To 
Construct Addition To County Jail 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 11, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise, and voted to proceed with 
plans to construct an addition to the 
county jail, located in Elba. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton presented the commissioners 
with a blueprint sketch of an addi- 
tion that he reported would cost 
$160,000 to construct and would 
provide housing for 60 prisoners. 

The building, which would 
measure 42 1/2 feet by 156 1/2 
feet, would be added to the west side 
of the jail and be built on land now 
being purchased by the commis- 
sion. 

Eagerton originally suggested 
the construction of a dormitory-type 
facility that would house prisoners 
in one large room; however, Mon- 
day he informed the commission he 
had met with Chief Jailer Zack En- 
nis and maintenance supervisor 
John Flowers and now felt the plan 
calling for eight-man cells was 
more feasible. 

The additional would house the 
cells as specified, as well as the’ 
kitchen and laundry facilities for the 
entire jail. 

"By moving the kitchen out of 
the old jail it would give the sheriff 
more room for other uses,” said Ea- 
gerton, "and by including laundry 
facilities in the addition, the three 
buildings now in the yard at the jail 
could be removed.” 

The entire commission agreed on 
the need for improvements to the 
jail; however, a possible lack of 
property and potential security 
problems sullaced and were des 


cussed at length. 

The problem with space on 
‘which to build the addition was 
aired and it was stated that the 
building would come so close to 
the land line that there would not be 
enough room to construct a fence. 

Eagerton and Flowers reported 
that the wall of a building would 
act as a pretty effective fence and 
expressed confidence that a fence 
placed on top of the addition would 
more than meet the security needs 
of the jail. 

The commission was never in 
complete agreement about whether 
or not there was enough land on 
which to build the addition and it 
was suggested that the commission 
should check into purchasing the 
land next to the jail, which includes 
two homes. 

Comm. Robert Stevens stated 
the owners of the land in question 
did not want to sell, but agreed to 
meet with the owners and find out 
what they would take for the prop- 
erty. 3 

County Engineer Mark Pool in- 
formed the commission of landfill 
regulations discussed at a recent 
meeting in Troy and told the com- 
missioners that "very little good 
news was discussed.” ae 

Pool reported that beginning in 
January, 1990, landfills would be 
required to use a liner, at a projected 
expense of $100,000 per acre, as 
well as clay as a cover soil, bring- 
ing the total cost to meet the regu- 
lations near $500,000 per irench. 

The commission agreed to study 
the repulations and make plans to 
Comply with dhe reyulations, alter 


finding a means of financing the 
new guidelines.

*** accepted the low bid of $6.35 
per gallon on latex rubber from 
Textile Rubber and Chemical;

Fire Insurance Rates To Fall Due 
To Efforts Of Ino Fire Department 


The Ino Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment received notification recently 
that the fire insurance classification 
for the area covered by the depart- 
ment had been lowered from Class 
10 to Class 9, which will result in 
lower fire insurance premiums. 

In a letter from ISO Commercial 
Risk Services, Inc., the company 
notified the Ino department that the 
company had completed its evalua- 
tion of the fire insurance classifica- 
tion in the survive area and had 
changed the rate to a Class 9 for all 
properties within five (5) miles of 
the fire station. 

The change in classifications 
from 10 to 9 affects advisory prop- 
erty insurance premiums approxi- 
mately seven-percent. 

The company conducting the in-
